DONE TO DEATH ? 


Body of Reputed Thief 
Found. 


“WATERSIDE DE MYSTERY.” 

Stated 'to be a convicted water- 
front thief, a Chinese named Mak 
On (25), was yeaterday found 
on the Hoi On wharf. ‘The body 
was found at the wharf head by 
a private Indian watchman who 
immediately informed the Police. 

The circumstances under which 
the body was found has led toa 
suspicion of murder, and the 
affair is now being investigated 
by the Criminal Investigation De- 
partment, 

When found, the body was by- 
ing at the end of the wharf. The 
hands were, tied behind the body 
with rope and a length of chain 
was wound round the body. At- 
tached to a nail driven {nto one 
of the bollards at the wharf head 
Was 8 short length of rope simi- 
‘lar to the piece. with which the 
dead man’a hands . were . tied. 
The theory that the two pieces of 

rope had .once formed part, of a 
long piece {a supported by the 
fact that ono end of each length 
of rope fitted and had the appear- 


ance of having been cut through] 


with a sharp knife, 
. Cause of Death. 

The body’ was taken 
Fublic mortuary where 
prints were taken and a _ post 
mortem examination made. Tho 
finger-prints' showed that the man 
had -been convicted of larceny on 
October 19,1929. The examina- 
tion revealed that death was due 
to internal haemorrhage. There 
were no outward ‘signs, of injury, 
but: , internal injuries included 
some fractured -ribs and a ‘rup- 
tured liver, 

The dead man’¥yrecord: as a 
waterfront thief, the position in

‘Then his as- 
sailants must have been frighten- 
ed and wound the chain round the 
body with the intention of .throw- 
ing it into the 
the weight of the | chain, 
of .course, would have made 
the body sink. However, for some 
reason .which is not clear, the as- 
sajlants changed their minds 
about committing the body to the 
water, so. they cut the: rope by. 
.which the thief‘ was attached to 
the bollard and allowed the body 
te stay In the position in which it 
collapsed,. with the chain atill 
wound round it.: 


The injuries found on-the body’ 


‘were.such that the man could not 
have been : asadulted with any 
hard object; as-otherwise there 
would have been heavy external.

STATES IN DEFAULT, 


Bondholders Issue an 
Appeal. 


It is revealed in the fifty-sixth 


.} annual report of the Corporation 


of Foreign Bondholders, issued on 
April 2, that the Council: has ap- 
\plied to the United States for a 
reconsideration of the bond- 
holders’ claimg against the default- 
ing State of Mississippi. 

In seeking a suitable authority 
to which application for a solution 
of this problem might be. made, the 
Council learned that in May, 
1929, President Hoover had ap- 
pointed a National Commission on 
Law Observance and Enforcement, 
part, of the purpose and scope of 
which ‘he had indicated at Its in- 
auguration on March 4, 1929, In 
tha following words:— 

“To re-establish the vigour and 
effectiveness of law enforcement 
we must critically consider the on- 
tlre federal machinery of justice, 
the re-distribution of its functions, 
the simplification of its procedure. 


“Reform, reorganisation and 
strengthening of our whole judi- 
cial and enforcement system, both 
in civil and criminal sides, have 
beon advocated for years by atates- 
men, judges and bar associations.” 

In view of these declarations, 
the Council has applied to the 
chairman of the’ Commission for a 
consideration of its case. This ap- 
plication was made in response to 
a published invitation from the 
Commission, addréssed without 
national. restrictions to public 
bodies, to submit printed records 
of matters falling within the scope 
of ita terms of reference. 

Faith of States, ° 

The Council’s formal application 
draws attention to the non- 
observance, by the State of Missis- 
sippi, of the fundamental law of 
the United States, and also of itg 
own State law, both of which have 
been violated ‘by its acts of re- 
pudiation. ‘ 

As regards the national aspect 
of the matter, the Council points 
out that a sense of collective 
"| responsibility has been repeatedly 
shown to exist among’ the best in- 
formed elements throughout the 
United States. That it is no new 
conception, and that currency was 
given to it during the period when 
the loans were raised, is shown by 
the words of Mr. Nicholas Biddle, 
president of the United States 
Bank, who jntroduced upon the 
markets of Europe the State 
issues of Mississippi, as well as 
others which subsequently de- 
,| faulted. 

He wrote in 1836 t6 the Hon. J. 
Quincy Adams, former president of 
the United States, in the following 
terms: “The Constitution of the 
United States is a guarantee by all 
the States against any wrong done 
by any one State... .” 

“If, when a Legislature has 
pledged the’ faith of the State, its 
members may disperse, and xre- 
appearing .... annul the acts: of 
that Legislature, there can,be. no 
safety in dealing with the States. 
The hundred . millions of money, 
lent by Europeans on the pledge 
of the faith of the States ... are 
wholly at the mercy: of the State 
authorities... . The whole Institi- 
tions of the country would become 
frauds. This must not be.” + 

‘Only five years later the State 
of, Mississippi ‘opened ‘ the . cam- 
paign of repudiations, and the con- 
ditions which Mr. Biddle had 'de- 
cried as insufferable were: subse- 
quently realised to. the full,'in ‘spite: 
of the alleged guarantee of.the Con- 
stitution of the’ United States on 
which foreign investors had relied.

prices, 

Another report states: 

The market for cotton ‘piece goods 
has been very quiet since our last 
report and practically no business 
in-any Hines . has. been offered or 
booked.’ There are no signs of 
serfous enquiry, . for goods suitable 
for the.end of the.year shipment at 
present. 

Brocades are being offered ex 
stock but what bids-are. made for. 
them are exceedingly low. De. 
liveries are fair and local market 
prices are well maintained for all 
classes with the exception of bra- 
cades, which appear to be out’ of 
favour.

CLIENT. 


PENAL SERVITUDE FOR £5,000 
FRAUD. : 


OFFICE BESIEGED, 

Two soligitors were sent to prison 
at the Old Bailey on Aprh 2, In 
one case the judge revealed that a 
girl had been robbed of the whole 
of her estate. 

For fraudulent Conversion of 

their clients’ money—— 
. Horace Albert Dixon, aged 40, a 
solicitor, who had practised in Pic- 
cadilly, W., ag Albert Dixon and Son, 
was sentenced to tour: years’ Penal 
servitude; and 

George Gordon Henshall Witchell, 
aged 48, Solicitor of New Romney, 
Kent, and formerly cofoner for 
Romney Marsh and clerk to Lydd 
and Dymehurch justices, was sen- 
tenced to 15 months’ imprisonment 
in the second division, 

The amount involved in the case of 
Dixon was about £5,000. Detective 
Inspector Cooper, of Scotland Yard, 
said that people in need of money 
went to mondy-lenders, who refere 
red them to Dixon to conduct the 
legal part of the business. He 
alleged that Since the passing of the 
recent Moneylendera’ Act his money- 
lender clients went. qut of business, 


and that “serlously affeeted his own}. 


business. 
Office Besieged. 

The police recelved , many com- 
plaints about Dixon's conduct of 
affairs, Before his arrest his office | 
was besieged by dissatisfied clients, 


|For a considerable time bailiffs had 


been in his office for nonpayment 
of rent. 

Mr. J. F, Earles, K.C, (defending) 
urged that Dixon was ‘avictim of 
circumstances over which he had 
little control, His father had ‘a 
substantial practice in Leeds which 
was transferred to London, and 
when he died it was thought he was 
‘oman of wealth, A long illness, 
however, had proved very costly, 
and hig estate was under £500, 

Dixon struggled, but he was fur- 
ther .handicapped by a claim of 
£3,000 against hig practice in con- 
nection with a lease, He was now 
ruined. 

My, Justice Hawke said that he 
had been asked to consider Dixon’s 
future, but what about the future of. 
the youn woman client. who had 


teen robbed of practically the whole 


of her estate? 

“tf am told,” the judge said, “that 
you were struggling againat adver- 
sity. It ig impossible for me to aub- 
serihe to the doctrine that solicitors 
can atruggle against adversity with 
their clients’ money.” 

"£15 for Being a Coroner. 

Witchell "admitted converting 
£364, 

His counsel; Mr. Christmas, Hum- 
phreys, said that he had got into the 
hands of moneylenders. He had 
borrowed money in a ceaseless 
struggle to’ keep up appearances and 
to keep his wife, four children and | 
his mother. 

He reseived £15 for his coroner’s 
duties, and for the past ten years 
his income had not exceeded £250 a 
year, His clients had been repaid, 
and it was hoped to find work for 
him in London. 

Mr. Justice Hawke said he took 
into account that Witchell’a offences 
were of helping himself to clients’ 
money on two occasions only. i 

“But the' whole of a solicitor’s 
profesafonal instinct should be to 
keep his clients’ money apart from 
his own. '- If I were to let a person 
in that position loose on the public, 
what could I do with the poor un- 
éducated people I have in the dock 
before me? . 

“There ‘beems to be a chances of 
your being able to right yourself in 
the future {n a walk of life in which 
you will not be exposed to tempta- 
tions which you could not resist in 
the past, although you should have |, 
resteted them. Because it Js not 
so bad as some offences.-I do" aiot 
send you to penal servitude.” . »

RELICS OF ‘PRIMITIVE 
MALAYA, 


PURCHASES FOR MUSEUM. 


“In view of the extinction, or 
approaching extinction, of some 
Malay industries ‘an effort is be- 
ing made to. procure reserve 
stocks, and purchases of saronga 
woven at Telok Ayer Tawar, 
Province Wellesley, and in 
Trengganu. : 
The above passage appears in ‘the 
annual report of Mr. I. H.-N. Evans 
on the Perak Museum at Taiping. 
*. This museum is chiefly ethnologi- 
cal in its activitles, and Mr, Evans 
records. the following matters - of 
interest: 


The year has proved remarkable 
for the number df antiquities pre- 
sented, or lent, to the ,Museum. 
Part of a rough quoit-disk of 
mienceous schist, found in the 
Rambutan Mine, Perak, was lent by 
the Hon. Mr. A. G. Glenister, 

A: further. remarkable collection 
of antiquities, chiefly from the 
Tembeling Valley, Pahang, was pre- 
sented by Mr, W. Linehan, Fur- 
ther stone implements, pottery and 
an iron tool from Pahang, many of 
them from Nyong on the Tembeling, 


-were presented’ by Messrs, T. R. 


Hubback ond A. H. Fetherston- 
haugh. The iron socketed imple- 
ment, the largest of its kind yet 
found, was given by Mr, Fetheraton- 
haugh,.. and echme from’ Nyong, 
whence hitherto only atone tools had 
been obtained. 


A Unique Gift, 


‘Probably the most important gift. 


during "1929. wag a spearhead of 
polished stone with a ‘diamond- 
shaped cross-section.” This was reo- 
ceived from Mr. R. H. Ehlers of 
Kuala Gris Estate, Kelantan, 
through the good offices of Mr. 
R, J. B. Clayton, British Adviser to 
‘the Government of Kelantan, ‘and 
of Mrs. Clayton. Such an object 
appears to be hitherto unknown 
from India,. Further India or the 
Malay Archipelago. : 

» Kedah and Perlis were visited and 
parts of ancient wooden coffins were 
collected from a cave in Gunong 
Kepelu, Kodiang, Kedah...

CIVIL WAR IN CHINA.| 


Three. “Loyal” Divisions |‘ 
Against Nanking. 


FIERCE E BATTLE. 


«Shanghai, Saturday. 
No decisive victory has been 
gained by either slde Jn ‘the flerce 
battle now being waxed between 
the Nanking troopa and the Shansi- 
Kuominchun Allied forces in the 
direction of the Lunghai 
Railway. While the | ‘main 
‘part of the Nanking invaders 
are taking a firm hold on 
the railway station outside : the. 
city of Kwelteh; and are ‘still ex- 
changing shots with the Kuomin- 
chun defenders within the walled 
city, another advancing column of 
the Nanking troops is forming ‘a 
wedge towards Ningling, a point to 
the North-west of Kweiteh. Those 
anti-Nanking troops who are meet- 
ing the front attack of the Nanking 
troops are under the direction of 
‘General Wan Suen-tsai. Mean- 
while, for the purpose of cutting 
their enemy's rear, a Kuominchun 
force under General Sih Yiu-san is 
attacking the Nanking defence’ line 
at Yuchang and Tangshan. 


, More Nanking Enemies. 


Although their defensive actions 
have been rather severe, they have 
not, so far, made such success. 

The situation in the Ping-Han 
Railway zone (southern Honan 
section) is’ developing to a new 
phase, as previously predicted. 


The so-called Nanking forces 
(under General Wang Chin-yao) 
numbering about three divisions, 
have declared against Nanking 
and announced their support of 
Marshals Yen Hai-shan and Feng 

i They also express 


Master, Sun Chuen-feng, to return 
to be their ‘leader. 

Sudging from this. state of 
affairs, it appears that Sun Chuen- 
feng’a effort to buy them over has 
been fruitful. Hence, Sun Chuen- 
feng is establishing his headquar, 

‘ ters at Chengchow (in central 
‘Honam) and takes up office as 
Commissioner of Pacification. 

As a consequence, the loyal 
Nanking troops, under General 
Chiong Tin-wen, who station in 
Southern Honan, are retreating to- 
wards the south.: 

- A.Stormy Petrel,: 

In the midst of the much confus- 
ed ‘warring situation, _ another 
eminent figure is.also re-appearing 
after a comparatively short period 
of retirement. This is no . other 
than General Tang Seng-chi, who 
ie regarded asa stormy petrel. 
During the second Feng-Chiang 
war Jast year, he directed Honan 
onder Nanking orders, and subse- 
quently after the supposed defeat 
of the Kuominchun he unexpected- 
Jy declared his ‘support of the 
Leftists and the Ironsides who 
were then invading Kwangtung in 
co-operation with the Kwangsi 
troops.
